: 1. GENERAL. 


This bulletin, issued by the Commonweaith Statistician (Dr. Roland Wilson) 

covers the operations of Part VII of the Sociai Services Consolidation Act, 1947-50, 

_for the month of September, 1950.- This information has been compiled from data made 
available by the Department of Social Services. : 


$ - The number of recipients of benefit does nov embrace the total unemployment 
and sickness in the community. There is a 'waiting period" of seven days in respect 
of which unemployment or sickness benefit is not payeble. The application of a 
+ 


. "means test" excludes another group from benerit. 


Special Benefit is paid in cases of hardship where the claimant is not 
qualified for either of the other benefits. The number of new Australians receiving 


. special benefit has now been excluded from the tables in this oulletin; the amount 
stash ada sectietaet Paco Se pas renee manana Pat et notch owt 
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of such benefits paid, howsver, is included in Tabie I. 


The number of "persons on benefit" relates %o principal beneficiaries 
who would normally be breadwinners. Dependants of such beneficiaries are excluded. 


Admittances and exits in Sections 3, 5 (pars. ii, iii, and iv) and 6 
refer to those notified during the period shown and not to those which actually 
occurred during the period.

Due to delay in the receipt of informavion ia respect of some benefic-— 
jaries the figures are subject to revision. This applies particularly to exits, 
and results in persons on benefit at the end of the laver months being overstated.
